A Columbia letter to the Charleston 


(S C ) A'.-ws says: About eight o ('lock 
l|'ii's afternoon, .luring a heavy thunder- 
storm, the people of Columbia were 
startled by a lerrilic crash which fol- 
lowed a most vivid Hash ot lightning. 
Thev little suspected, however, that the 
thunderbolt had fallen on the Confed- 
erate monument in the State-House 
grounds, and that the crowning glory ol 
that magnificent work of art, the marble 
statue o? a Confederate soldier, which 
surmounted it, had toppled from its 
base and been shattered into fragments. 
The statue is almost completely lie 
molished. Mr. W. H. Anderson, an old 
soldierof Jenkins' brigade, who chanced 
to be looking toward the monument 
when the thunderbolt fell, says that the 
whole monument was surrounded by a 
perfect sheet of ilamo, and when the 
crush came the head of the statue in- 
stantly fell forward to the g. 
When it had reached about halt way to 
the .'round, the body swayed for a 
moment, and then gracefully fell over to 
the ri"ht side of the monument.

fsllincrt the body struck the lower base 
on thS eastern side, driving if out ot 
plaee for an inch or two. 
The cannon 


lit the rear of the statute was broken oil. 
The right leg was severed at the skirt 
of the coat. The 
hands, which rested 


on the musket, were broken oil, and 
the left le«' WHS driven into the ground 
six or eight inches.

bodies recovered from the Seine, and 
the bodies of all persons who have met 
with violent deaths mysteriously, are 
conveyed to it and exposed for public 
view behind a glass screen. When a 
bodv cannot be identified it is photo- 
graphed, and a portrait of it remains on 
view at the Morgue for months and 
months after it has been buried. The 
clothes found on the body are also ex- 
hibited, and thus it often happens that 
a IOIIK time after a man has disappeared, 
somebody, recognizing his photograph 
or apparel, is enabled to give evidence 
bv which the causes of his death are at 
leVth ascertained. 
It must be added 


that whenever there is a mysterious dis- 
appearance in Paris, those who are in- 
terested in the missing person go, sis a 
matter of course, to the Morgue, to sec 
if the body is not there. A continual 
stream of men, women and even chil- 
dren passes through this building all day 
(the guardians having orders to discour- 
ao-enoone from entering), nor is the 
demeanor of the crowds who go to view 
the dead bodies, whether from curiosity 
or more serious motives, otherwise than 
decorous.—London Times.

dreadful renr-end collision occurred uear 
Milmine, which will probably result m 
the death of two firemen. There were 
five sections of train 22 run out of B-eca- 
tur eastward last evening. The fourth 
section had reached Milmine, where it 
was at a standstill, wben tho fifth section 
approached, coming down the grade at 
from 15 to 20 miles an hour. The obstruc- 
tion of the track by the motionless train 
was not noticed by the engineer in charge 
of the approaching locomotive, Mr. ,T. It. 
Sweet, until too late to avert the catas- 
trophe. The number of this engine was 
181, and from it Mr. Sweet jumped, strik- 
ing his shoulder against a car ou the side 
track, and fracturing the top of the right 
shoulder. In the cab of the locomotive 
were J. B. Carter, the regular fireman, 
and Mr. Sweet's brother-in-law, R. H. 
Perrine, who had gone along to be taught 
how to fire an engine. Carter and Ver- 
rine did not jump oft; and after the terri- 
Uc collision Iboth were so badly bruised 
and scalded that it is exceedingly doubt- 
ful if either of them will recover. Ed- 
mund Taylor, a brakeman on the fourth 
section of 22 was sitting in the caboose, 
and when he noticed the danger threat- 
ened he jumped out of a window nnd 
verv seriously injured his back by the 
fall. He and Carter are in Milmine, and 
Perriue is in Deeatur. 


The Wabasli surgeons, the Drs. Clieno- 


weth, were taken to Milmine lust night 
and attended the injured men. They re- 
turned home this forenoon and nay that 
rerritio and Carter cannot live.
